THE GALLOP 



AT THE END OF EACH 
STRIDE OR LEAP, AHORSE RUNNING 
OR GALLOPING LANDS ON ONE HIND 
FOOT. AFTER THE IMPETUS OF THE 
NEXT STRIDE HAS BEEN GIVEN BY 
THE HIND LEG... THE HORSE'S WEIGHT 
IS PLACED ENTIRELY ON ONE FORE- 
LEG BEFORE THE ANIMAL LEAVES 
THE GROUND. 

THE GALLOP IS A FAST 
RUN, AND ANY SIMILAR GAIT OR 
LEAPING MOTION USED BY ANY 
ANIMAL IS ALSO CALLED A GALLOP.
